Los Altos resident John Mudge encouraged reducing the ceiling heights and including more one-
bedroom units.

Los Altos resident Sue Russell, representing League of Women Voters, supported the project and
encouraged making the Below Market Rate Units last longer than 30 years.

Los Altos resident Abigail Ahrens encouraged reducing the height of the building and reducing the
rear-yard setback for the upper portions of the building.
